SENATOR LODGE'S SPEECH

Senator Lodge has miide n strong speech against the popular election 


of United States senators. The sctfator could make a strong speech for or 
against .iuiy reform good or bad. On this question, however, whether by 
belt-interest or burning patriotism for the protection of the constitution, lie 
disregards public sentiment us widely expressed throughout this- country, 
just as he disregarded it in his diagnosis of the high cost of living. 


At one time Senator Lodge in defending the high tariff denounced tho 


consumer n's a ''myth," but (he verdict in tiie recent election demonstrated 
(he fact that the consumer is still a factor to be considered in nil political 
conflicts bearing on the cost of living nnd otlicr economic questions of erjuiil 
impoitanoe. The senior senator is iin.xious to preserve the constitution of 
(he United States, but lie seems to have rnoie regard for this particular 
clause in the constitution (linn lie has 1'or the interests of the people.

PROVISION 


With all due respect to the f miners of the proposed Charter, there is 


one provision which in our opinion should be iimcuded. 'flint is in refer- 
ence to tho manner of applying the recall. Under the present .arrangement 


' as many candidates as cin^gcl signafmes equal to 10 per cent, of the 


vote cast at the lu^t election may have their names on the ballot as can- 
dates against the mayor whom it is proposed to oust from ollico. 
Under 


such an arrangement we believe it would bo almost impossible to remove 
any official, and hence this provision should be amended so that only one 
candidate will be put up against tho official to be recalled if the people so 
decide. 


- -, \Vheii public sentiment is aroused against a mayor the voters of the 


city will be diyjded in two pints, one for (he mayor, the other against him. 
If iu a movement to apply the recall there are two candidates against the 
mayor then the opposition to him will be divided and (ho chances of his 
removal .will be only half as great us if hut one candidate were put up 
against him. 
We understand this method-of allowing'two or more candi- 


dates to be named iu a special recall election is in force in some of the 
charters adopted by western cities, but it is so arranged in order to over- 
come the tro'uble and expense of holding primary elections. 
Whatever 


mode 'of selecting a candidate be adopted, only one should be named so 
that the people may have the privilege of choosing fairly between two for 
the given office as in a regular election. 


We mention this because there is ample lime to change the rcciill or any 


other provision and because under (lie present arrangement unless tho 


official to he icmoved had lost all his prestige, it would be difficult lo 
remove him. There is no u&c in going lo (ho expense of a special election 
unless there be at least n reasonable chanco of .ittniuitig thc'ohJQc'l for 
which the election was called. Under the present airangcmcnt or with two 
or more opponents the chances of MICCCSS would be all in favor of the man 
in office which'should not'be the case. To bo fair to the official nud fair Io 
liie people, only "one 'candidate should be nominated ngaiiist Ihe'niayor or 
other official to be removed under the recall.

/lay when the mayor was removed by n sweeping mnjority. That is not Iho

In Tewksbury was 
a family named Mears who: were later 
senl to Reading. 


In all these'towns'there are records 


of Ihe amounts paid for Iheir care and 
comments upon the abject poverty and 
helplessness of tne people.

SENATOR. LODGE'S SPEECH 


Senator Lodge has made a strong speeeh against the popular election 


of United States senators. The senator could make a strong speech for or 
against any reform good or bad. 
On this question, however, whether by 


self-interest or burning patriotism, for the protection of the constitution, he 
disregards public sentiment as widely expressed throughout this country, 
just as he disregarded it in his diagnosis of the high cost of living. 


At one time Senator Lodge in defending the high tariff denounced the 


consumer as a "myth," but the verdict in the recent election demonstrated 
the fact (hat the consumer is still a factor to be considered in all political 
conflicts bearing- on the cost of living and other economic .questions of equal 
importance. The senior senator is anxious to preserve the constitution of 


' the United Stales, but he seems to have more regard for,this particular 


clause in the constitution than he has for the interests of the people. If 
Jfr. Lodge were not himself the senator it is doubtful if he would be so 
very solicitous for the preservation of the constitution in its present form.

decide.

When public sentiment is aroused against a mayor the voteis of the 


city will he divided in two pints, one for the mayor, tho oilier against him.

removal will'..be only half as great as if but one candidate were .put up 
ngainst him. 
We understand this method of allowing fwo or more candi- 


dates to be named in a special recall elcclion is in force in some of the 
charters adopted by western cities, but it is so arranged in order to over- 
come the trouble and expense of holding primary elections.

; Bode of selecting a candidate be adopted, only one should be named so 


that (he people may have Ihc privilege of choosing fairly between two for 
(he given office ns in a regular election. 


We mention Ibis because there is ample fiine to change tho recall or any 


• other provision and because under the present .irrnngrmenl unless

official to be removed had lost nil his prestige, it would be difficult to 
i-emove him. There is no use in going to "(he expense of a special elcclion 
unless there be at least a reasonable chance of attaining the object for 
which the election was called. Under the present amuigemcnt or with two 
or more opponents,the chances of success would be alt in favor of the man 


,' in office which should not he the case. To be fair fo the official and fair to 
,.,lho people', only~6ne candidate should he nominated against (lie mayor or 


o^her official to be removed under the recall,

It represents what historically 
have been 37 distinct corporations—31 
of \vhich have ceased to exist, through 
consolidation—and live of which aie 
leabed for long oeriods.

company

tially 500 miles of tracks in two states, 
four counties, 16 cities and 36 towns.

debt; total, S2U,315,600. 


The Brockton. Street Railway Com- 


pany nas incorporated in 1880 and in 
1901 its name was changed to the Old

represents what historically have been 
•)4 distinct corporations- 32 of which 
have ceased to, exist through consoli- 
dation and on& of which, the Newport 
S- Fall RKer Street Railway company, 
Is leased for a long period 
The com- 


pany ov> tis, and through tho lease De- 
ferred to, operates, substantially 100 
miles of track, in two states, five coun- 
ties, seven cities and 35 towns. Its lia- 
bilities are 5770,700, preferred stock;

The consolidations were made under 


special 'acts of the legislature and un- 
ler tho general law.

The consolidations referred to which
